In  thefc  Circuraftances  We  could  not  but  think  it  incumbent  upon  Us,    to  endeavour  to  prevent 
French  Troops  in  America  j  and,  in  Confequence  of  the  juft  and  neceflary  Meafures  We  had  taken 
Court ;   the  Fortifications  at  Dunkirk^   which  had  been  repairing  for  fome  Time,  were  enlarged  j    gi 
threatened  with  an  Invafion. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  Execution  of  thefe  Defigns,  and  to  provide  for  the  Security  of  Our  King(

Ammunition,  or  any  other  Contraband  Coods,  to  any  of  the  Territories, ,  Lands,  Plantations,  or  Cc 

as  good  and  lawful  Prize* 

And  whereas  there  are  remaining  in  Our  Kingdom  divers  of  the  Subjefts  of  the  French  King, 
*vho  (hall  demean  themfelves  dutifully  towards  Us,  fhall  be  fafe  in  their  Perfons  and  EfFe6ts.
